• Since (lie United States entered the war there has been more 
or less complain! aboul young Americans being taken for the 
army while foreigners were left at home to take their places in 
ilie industries. Necessarily there have been cases ot-lhis kind, 
bul it is hardly to be believed lhat [he condition has been as 
bad as some have imagined it to be. 


To iudee by the names in the draft lists and ihc lisls-ol cas- 


ualties foreigners from sll-t&e Cations' except Germany are 
well represented in the American* army and navy., They are 
called foreigners because they came from other countries or 
•ire the descendants of those who came from the Old Worm, 
but iu reality they are.American citizens and are thoroughly 
loyal to American ideas and principles. The fact that they 
bear Irish, Italian, Scotch, 'Welsh, Polish and Russian names 
does not prevent them from being as loyal Americans as there 
are in the country, and they are proving their loyalty by the 
severest test ever applied to human beings. 


And many from foreign/countries who are not American 


citizens have listened to the call of their home governments 
and gone home to enter the armies. There is now an earnest 
call for men of this kind and there will probably be a generous 
response, as there should be.
